FOR SOME TIME HOUSING has been a major problem in nearly all 

parts of Canada. | Since -the war many, thousands of homes: have been 

built, but in spite of the increased activity in building, the demand for 

homes has not yet been fully met, and there is still need for many new 

houses, especially those designed to meet the needs of families with mod- 

erate incomes. It is interesting to learn that Canada is not alone in 

having a housing problem at this time. A recent report by the United 

Nations on world social conditions, says “there is no country. without a 

" housing problem” and tells of the situation in various parts of the world 
y today. In Europe the situation is due, in part, to the fact that 5,667,000 
i dwelling units were destroyed during the war. If the building industry 
were to double its. prewar output of 800,000 units a year, it is estimated 


. it would take twenty-two years to meet the need for housing there.

Serious as the problem is in Europe and on this 
Is Need For continent, we are reminded that ing some parts of 
the world the housing problem is infinitely greater 
Many Homes than anything which has been experienced here. In 
India; the report on social conditions states, nine out of ‘ten homes are one- 
* room tenements. The situation in Africa is also very bad and of condi- 
tions there the report says ‘“‘the number of people who, for the common 
good of the world, need to be re-housed is just about equal td the total 
number of people.” Continuing, the report cites conditions in the United 
States, where average housing conditions are far superior to those iin 
South-East Asia and Africa, but there is still need to build 500,000 housing 
units annually for the next ten years, to meet the requirements of the 
people. One solution to the problem which is suggested in the report is 

for long-term planning in building.

Canada To Double Output 
Of Uranium Next Spring 


Basic Atomic Ingredient Will Come From 
Beaverlodge Property in Northern. Saskatchewan 


OTTAWA. —Canada has set next April as the target date for 
the opening of new facilities that will at least double her output 
of uranium. The United States is expected to get a substantial 

; part of the new production, as the U.S. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion indicated in a report issued recently in Washington. 


The new production of the basic 
atomic ingredient will come from the 
Beaverlodge property in far northern 
Saskatchewan. It may well surpass 

i the initial Eldorado Mine at. Port 
Radium in the Northwest Territories. 

Both are controlled by the govern- 
ment’s Eldorado. Mining and Refining 
Ltd. 

The U.S. report reiterated ‘the 
statement that an American atomic 


reactor or atom-splitting, energy-re- 
leasing furnace now ‘spews. forth 
more atomic rays—density of neutron 
flux, the scientists: call it—than any 
other reactor in the world. 

This means the U.S. says it ‘has 
surpassed Canada’s Chalk River re- 
actor which has always claimed it 
can produce more atom-splitting 
neutrons :faster~than any other re- 
actor, 

Officials here say they understand 
Chalk River’s record has been equal- 
led or surpassed but they’re still not 
sure whether the U.S. reactor can 
do some of the things Chalk River 
en do, such as produce cobalt—60 
ra ws fis in fair quantity.

* The federal Bureau, of Statistics 
has just come out with figures to 
show the hens weren’t laying as well 
in June as they were in the previous 
month, but still better than they did 
in June, 1951. Average production 
per hen in June this year was 15.5 
eggs. compared with 17.4 eggs in May 
and 15.1 eggs in June last year. 

The bureau didn’t give the reason 
but the drop probably was due to in- 
creasing summer heat. Hens don’t 
lay so well whén its hot. That prob- 
ably explains too, why hens in the 
more moderate climates of British 
Columbia and the Maritime provinges 
have better production averages on 
the whole than in more extreme cen- 
tral Canada and the Prairies. 

When temperatures go up and egg 
production goes down it hits the egg 
consumer in the pocket book. For 
instance, egg prices. took a sharp drop 
around -May, mainly because of a 
market glut, and sold at around 50

This brought total estimated egg 
production in Canada .to 214,300,000 
dozen for, the first six months of this 
year, .more than 36,000,000 dozen 
above the output of 178,000,000 dozen 
in the first half of last year. .

The revivals mark. a part of Indian 
religious life being passed on by older 
members of the tribes to the younger 
generations at a time when it was 
about extinct. 

On the ‘Sintaluta reserve, only the 
dancers were costumed, their bodies 
painted ‘with patterns - interpreted 
from dreams. ; 

But much of the pageantry was 
lost. Ordinary farm, clothes of other 
participants. appeared  incongruou 
with the ancient. rites. 
Although called a raindance, the 
Sintaluta ceremony: could. be: call 
a sun dance, Its prayers might 
for rain, sunshine,;peace, health or 
the general welfare of the tribe. 
Special requests are made for the 
healing of. thé sick of the peotegrion, 
of those in danger. 

. Three women took part in the 
ceremony to plead for the safe re- 
turn’ of ‘soldier sons in Korea and 
Germany. 

No written accounts asia within 
the tribe of the ritual handed down 
verbally from: generation to genera- 
tion. Thus’.there were many varia- 
tions. among. the bands who. gathered 
on the reserve from File Hills, Moose 
Mountain; and Crooked Lake in Can- 
ada and Fort Bellamy and Fort Peck 
in. Montana. 

‘Tangled trails led six miles from 

here to the. camping ground. 
. In the centre of a secludéd area 
stood the medicine lodge; construct- 
ed of - poles ‘covéred with ‘Teafy 
branches, 

In the centre of the lotice was the 
upright Sacred Tree, painted on all 
sides. It was. striped to represent 
lightning and tied with broad stream- 
ers of red and white and blue cloth 
at the top’ apd other colors at the 
bottom. 

The colors haye.a definite signifi- 
cance. Red is for. sacrifice, blue for 
the sky, white for day and black for 
night. 

Extending ‘from the Sacred Tree 
were.40 poles, said to répresent the

Such accidents are attributable directly ‘to 
human carelessness, the most fruitful cause of 
all accidents.

Anioths wise precaution is for every driver - 
to assume that_the one ahead’ may stop sudden- 
ly. Tests have established that: a car proceeding 
at 50 miles an hour travels 188 feet on dyy pave- 
ment after the brakes haye been applied before 
coming: to a stop, At this high speed, the vehicle 
goes 55 feet before a vigilant driver senses the 
danger and applies the brakes. So, in all, it tra- 
vels 243°feet from the time the danger is sensed 
by a wide-awake driver until it has been halted. : 
This distance is reduced considerably at 20 miles 
‘per hour, but eyen then it is 52 feet. Some books 
on driving hints suggest that there should be at 
least a car Jength for every 10 miles of speed 
betweert vehicles. While that is a safer proce- 
‘dure than. virtually touching the bumpers of the 
car ahead, even this distance should be stretched 
somewhat for complete safety. 


Something to remember is that the visibility 
range is sharply reduced at night. The limit with 
the best of lights-is about 150 feet. Since it takes 
243 feet to stop a car at 50 miles an hour after 
danger has been realized, there always is the 
possibility that at this speed a’ car cannot be 
halted at night in time to avoid crashing into a 
slow moving or stationary object’ ahead, par- 
ticularly if the lane for,.approaching traffic is 
filled. Hence, a wise motorist drives at a slower 
speed after dark.

Wild Oats Again Troublesome 
Of: many weeds that farmers 
have to contend with, wild oats 
still ranks high as one of the chief 
offenders. It is noticeable through- 
out the whole municipality this 
year that the amount of wild oats 
infestation. in our crops is high 
despite good. stands which ‘un- 
doubtedly offer it considerable 
competition. The cool wet summer 
encouraged the growing of wild 
oats and farmers again this year 
will be suffering losses in yield. 
The problem of how to combat 
wild oats is always*with us. 2-4D 
spray will not kill it as it’s a grass. 
Summer fallowing is not effective. 
It should be understood that al- 
though wild oats is similar in ap- 
pearance to our cultivated crops, 
it differs greatly in. its growth ha- 
bits. The features that make it a 
weed are: 
‘1. Its early ripening and shat- 
tering. < 
2. Seeds at time of shattering 
contain as high as 30 per cent mois- 
ture and will lie for any length of 
period, dormant, without decom- 
posing, and will not germinate un- 
til after they have dried. This is 
known as after-ripening or delayed 
germination. 
3. Wild oats. seed germinates 
best if the soil temperature is be- 
low 50 degrees F. This explains 
why very little wild oats grows on 
summer fallow after the middle of 
June. 
Keeping these growth habits in 
mind, we should then be able to 
apply better methods in ‘tthe con- 
trol of wild oats. Here are a few 
suggestions: - __ 
1. Allow shattered seed in the 
fall to dry up.or after-ripen first 
before cultivating. This generally 


requires 3 weeks of dry. weather. |. 


Cultivate shallow’ just. before 
freeze-up, if conditions are satis- 
factory. 2. Cultivate shallow early 
in the spring, if not done so al- 
ready, and delay seeding. Wild oats 
will germinate readily in spring 
due to proper temperature condi- 
tions and dormant ‘seed will after- 
ripen quickly and. commence ger- 
minating. It is important to culti- 
vate SHALLOW. Don’t bury the 
seeds. 

3. Delay seeding till first part of 
June, then use early varieties, such 
as Olli barley, -and - commercial 
fertilizer. Oats. cut for green feed 
before wild oats are headed makes 
a good clean crop: Fertilizer speeds 


maturity of crops which ean be]. 
fut béfore wild oats shatters, 


4. Use clean seed,

A National Library 


BECAUSE CANADA is a widespread country there are many thou- 
sands of cifizens who live long distances from the nation’s .capita), but 
whether they have visited Ottawa or not, most Canadians are familiar 
with the architectural beauty and, historic associations of the parliament 
buildings there. Many have seen the parliamentary library which remained 
after fire destroyed the main: part of the building during the First World 
War, and. those who have visited it will recall that many valuable books 
and archives are kept in storage because of lack of space for them in this 
library. In the report of the Royal Commission on Arts, Letters and 
Sciences, made last year, it was pointed out that Canada was now the 
only civilized country in the world without a national library.

The parliamentary library has long been inadequate to 
Need Has meet the requirements of a growing nation and the need 
Been Felt for a national library has been felt for some time. It was 

recently announced by Prime Minister St. Laurent that 
plans are now being made to build and equip a national library at Ottawa.
